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This is in response to the petition filed on September 28, 2006, 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.182, requesting the withdrawal of a 
terminal disclaimer . 

On October 5, 2005, Petitioner's Representative submitted a 
terminal disclaimer to overcome a nonstatutory double patenting 
rejection over copending application No. 09/620,772 in a non- 
final Office action mailed July 14, 2005. Petitioner's 
Representative has set forth that the double patenting rejection 
is the only rejection remaining in the present application, 
09/620,772 remains rejected on other grounds, and submits that 
the terminal disclaimer is no longer necessary. 

With the present petition, Petitioner's Representative has 
submitted the petition fee. The Examiner has reviewed 
Petitioner's Representative's request, and has determined that 
the previously filed terminal disclaimer should be withdrawn. 

As such, the petition is GRANTED. 

The previously filed terminal disclaimer is hereby WITHDRAWN. 
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The Technology Center will be notified of this decision. The 
Technology Center's support staff will notify the Examiner of 
this decision, so that the present application can receive 
further processing.
